Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 7/12/2004 has been 
considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art does not teach the engine mount as recited in claims 1 and 3, which 
include an outer mounting member having a weak portion for fracturing the outer 
mounting member to displace a motive power source rearwardly of a vehicle body 
during collision of the vehicle body. The weak portion being provided at a cold shut 
portion, which is formed when the outer mounting member is molded from molten resin. 
This recitation, in combination with the rest of the recited elements, clearly defines over 
the prior art. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. Steward et al. disclose a corrugated resilient mount, Bishop 
discloses an anti-vibration support, Leingang discloses a resilient mounting.
